HE Duke of Vendome is refolv’d to at- 
tack Verue, the Camp at Crefcentino, 
and the Bridge of Communication be- 
tween them, at once: And ’tis talk’d the 
Duke of Mantua will reinforce the Army 
before Verue, with 8000 arm’d Peafants, his Subjects 
in the‘Montferrat. The Duke of Savoy, who has 
a Fort at the Head of the aforefaid Bridge, and 
another on the Ifland in the Po, is determin’d to ftand 
his Enemy. 
From The Amfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 27. 
"Milan, Feb. 14. The Befiegers of Verue continue 
to batter it, notwithftanding they are extremely in- 
commoded by the Snows. The Duke of Vendome, 
by the Advice of Colionel Reding, a Swifs, who has 
quitted the Service of the Duke of Savoy to enter in- 
to that of France, has rurn’d his Attacks againft the 
Fort that covers the Bridge of Communication of Ve- 
rue with Crefceatino; and defigns to make an Affault 
upon it as foon as a fufficient Breach is made. The 
Befieged defend themfelves very vigoroufly ftill. Be- 
fides the 2 new Regiments of Lombards the State of 
Milan is oblig’d to levy and fend to Spain, 1500 Men 
more are demanded of them for that Country, and 
they are earneftly prefs’d to levy them forthwith. 
The Grand Prior of France neglects nothing to pre- 
vent the Paffage of the Imperialifts over the Oglio ; 
and having Intelligence that they are certainly pre- 
aring to March, he has given Order to Monfieur de 
Vestas to advance towards Valezo, with 1000 
Horfe and 20 Companies of Foot to obferve them.

Pars, Feb. 20 & 23. "Tis reported that the King at 
his Table yefterday, "{poke with great Praife of the 
Duke of Vendome, commending him particularly for 
the Patience and Application he has fhewn in fo toil- 
fome a Siege.

All Officers have Orders to re- 
pair forthwith to their refpective Regiments, which 
are to be compleat by the middle of next Month.

- Parw, Feb. 23. Advices that are come hither from 
Lisbon fay, the King of Portugal continues very ill, 
and that his Recovery is doubctul: They wrice from 
Pignero] , that the Baggage and Servants of Mon- 
fieur de Lapara,were in their way after him to Verue, 
feiz'd and carried off by a Party of the Enemy's 
Huffars. The 21ft Inftant two Couriers arriv’d at 
Marly, the firft from Madrid, with Advice that a 
| Ship from Vera Cruz is arriv’d at Cadix, without 
| Convoy; having on board 3 Millions and 800000 
bal Pieces of Eight, fent by the Viceroy of Mexico ; who 
has therewith fent a Letter to his Catholick Majefty, 
to acquaint him that he has'a greater Sum ready,and 
will fend it as foon as he thinks he can do it with 
leaft Danger. All goes well ftill in the Weft-Indies, 
and the Spaniards are making great Preparations to 
infult the Enemy’s Settlements. The other Courier 
brought Difpatches*to Monfieur de Pontchartrain, 
Secretray of State, importing that fince the Arrival 
of the Marfhal de Theffe in the Camp before Gibral- 
tar, the Siege goes on fo vigoroufly, that there is 
ground to hope for a {peedy and happy Iffue of it. 
Private Letters from Madrid tell us, the Spaniards 
pay without Repugnance the Tax laid upon Houfes, 
Lands, &c. for fupplyidg the Charge of the War. 
’Tis advis'd from Ciudad Rodrigo, thar the Enemy 
* having made fome Motions about Almeida as if they 

f defign’d to make an Irruption into Spain, Monfieur 
de Puyfegur drew together 14 or 15 Battallions; and 
advancing with them towards the Portuguefle, they 
retir’d. The great Quantities of Ammunition, and 
the many Officers of Artillery that are fending to 
Italy, as alfo the great Preparations that are making 
in Savoy, give ground to believe the King is re- 
folv'd to endeavour to put a fpeedy End to the War 

in Piemont. His Majefty lias teceiv'd the News of 
the Dutchefs of Lorraine’s being brought to Bed of a 
Danghter.
